At his semi-annual mass news confere, President De Gaulle 


was as assured and histrionic as ever, and more combative 
and nationalistic than ever. He announced a new and all- 
embracing veto on British entry into the Common Market, 
called for the elevation of Quebec to a sovereign nation, at. 
tacked an American "takeover" of European industries, in ef- 
fect expressed hope that the sterling crisis would end the 
present world monetary system, and restated bis profound 
displeasure with Israel for failing to listen to "the voice 
of France." 


A total of 25 American soldiers were killed and 131 wound- 


ed in clashes Sunday and yesterday with North Vietnamese 
troops m the central highlands and the northern provinces, 
according to a military spokesman. Two more American 
planes went down over North Vietnam, raising the total to 757.

Flood Toll 
In Portugal 
Rises to 316 


LISBON, 
Portugal 
(AP)— 


The death toll from weekend 
floods that struck west-central 
Portugal has risen to 316, the m- 
terior Ministry announced last 
night. 


A statement said the figure, 


up from 250, was based on re. 
ports from various stricken 
towns and villages. 


Reports throughout the day 


told of further discoveries of 
mu&caked bodies beneath the 
ruins of dwellings and in lakes 
and streams after heavy rains 
led to flooding of an area of 
350 square miles near Lisbon. 


As the toll climbed, search 


and 
rescue work continued, 


along with general cleanup op. 
erattons. 
Most victims were 


from 
slum districts or poor 
villages. 


Officials said that the disaster 


zone was a rectangular area 
reaching to 37 miles north of the 
Greater Lisbon area. 


The southernmost area of Lis- 


bon and the coastal resort dls. 
trict of EstorialJCascais was 
not as heavily hit as the more 
northern areas of the rectangle. 
The northern boundary of dev. 
astation appeared to be the 
town of Alenquer. 


However there was heavy loss 


of life in the low Lisbon suburb 
of Odlvelas, where a dike col. 
lapsed and sent flood waters 
swirling through the town. 
Viet Cong

SAIGON (AP) — Viet Cong 


troops attacked two allied air 
bases deep in the Mekong Delta 
last night, hitting one with a 
damaging mortar shelling and 
the other with a ground assault. 


In an apparent continuation of 


their newly launched attacks on 
airfields, artillery bases and 
Special Forces camps.the Com- 
munists shelled the U.S. air 
base at Soc Trang, 97 miles 
southwest of Saigon, and tnfll- 
trated onto the Lac Hong air* 
field, 120 miles southwest of the 
capital near the Gulf of Slam. 


Military spokesmen reported 


four helicopters destroyed or 
damaged at Soc Trang and four 
light observation planes de - 
stroyed at the other airfield. 


One American servicemen 


was killed and five were wound, 
ed in the two attacks, spokes, 
men reported.

Flash Fire Causes 
Extensive Damage 


A flash fire exploded in the 


Savoy Restaurant late last night, 
destroying the kitchen and caus. 
ing extensive water and smoke 
damage to Reserve 
Loan and 


Morrison's in Warren's down, 
town shopping center. 


Firemen 
battled the blaze 


amid snow flurries for over two 
and a half hours after the fire 
broke out a half an hour af. 
ter the restaurants closing. 


Savoy's night kitchen crew was 


cleaning up after work when a 
greasy exhaust fan caught fire 
at approximately 9 30 p.m., then 
burst into flames, and fire shot 
up through the air intake. 


The five restaurant employes 


escaped without injury. 
"S was on the fan and the 


grease/' 
night boss Harry 


Drivas said afterwards, "It 
went so fast, I couldn't see what 
happened." 


Drivas 
reportedly saw the 


fire start on the fan, using a 
pair of fire extinguishers in an 
attempt to put it out, but it quick, 
ly spread beyond control. 


Reserve Loan Is located atop 


Savoy Restaurant In the two. 
story building. Morrison* § is 
Joined to the restaurant, with 
storage space for both estab. 
lishments above. 


The fire spread between the 


two floor boards, knocking out 
the electricity, and ripping a 
21 square foot hole In the cell, 
ing of Savoy* s restaurant serv. 
Ice area. 


Both Morrison* s and Reserve 


Loan suffered water and smoke 
damage, said to be 50 per cent 
at Morrison's, although there 
was apparently little or no fire 
damage. 


Two fire engines weie at the 
scene. Firemen ran back and 
forth between Savoy and Mor- 
rison's, both filled with smoke, 
up into Reserve Loan, and onto 
the roof where the fire reported, 
ly came out, up through the ven- 
tilator. 


Wendelboe's and Redding and 


Whren, which flank the burned 
building, suffered no damage. 
Both were protected by the 
walls of their buildings. 


According to observers at the 


scene, it will be a month or 
more before Savoy's is back 
in operation. It was not known 
actually how much damage was 
done to the Loan company or 
Morrison's clothing store. 


Around 10 firemen, and extra 


police were at the blaze. And 
while they were battling the fire, 
the Salvation Army was battling 
toe cold with its mobile canteen 
unit, serving doughnuts andcof. 
fee. 


A small after-shopplng4iours 


crowd gathered along Liberty 
st. to watch the fire and police 
departments work. No fire could 
be seen from the front outside, 
however smoke poured from all 
three stores and the roof. 


Firemen had the fire out, and 


were touching up hot spots by 
midnight. It was expected that 
they would keep watch through 
this morning.

LBJ Nominates 
McNamara Head 
Of World Bank

WASHINGTON — President 


Johnson has nominated Secre- 
tary of Defense Robert 
S. 


McNamara as the new presi- 
dent of the World Bank. The 
nomination has been submitted 
to the 107 member governments 
of the bank for their approval. 


Although McNamara has play* 


ed a key role in the Vietnam 
war, and has sometimes dif. 
fered with the views of the join 
chiefs of staff, there was no 
indication that his shift to a new 
post would involve any change in 
the government's policy on the 
war. 


The news of McNamara's ap- 


pointment was not formally an- 
nounced today but became known 
on unimpeachable authority. 


Word of it caused stunned sur- 


prise in Washington. There was 
no official hint of McNamara's 
successor as chief 
of 
the 


Pentagon, but early speculation 
centered on the Deputy Secre- 
tary of Defense, Paul H. Nitze. 


Other possibilities mention, 


ed here included John B, Con- 
oally Jr., the President's old 
friend who recently announced 
that he would not seek re-elec- 
tion as Governor of Texas; 
Cyrus R. Vance, another trust- 
ed associate who recently re- 
signed as Deputy Secretary of 
Defense; Robert B. Anderson, 
also a close associate, who is 
a former Secretary of 
the 


Treasury, former Secretary of 
the Navy and former Deputy 
Secretary of Defense, 
and 


Harold Brown, Secretary of the 
Air Force. 


There was speculation, too, 


that the President might seek a 
prominent Republican for the 
post, as protection against at. 


tack in the 1968 election cam- 
paign, or that he would per. 
petuate the McNamara image 
by naming Charles B. Thorn- 
ton, chairman of the board of 
Litton Industries.

Gaulle atttacked the United 
States on two fronts yesterday 
and declared Britain still isn't 
ready for entry Into the Euro, 
pean Common Market

though the British government 
has taken steps for financial or- 
der. 


Hitting at the United States, 


the

president demanded a halt to 
what he called the abuse of U.S, 
industrial penetration of Europe 
with inflated dollars. And once 
more he blamed the lack of a 
peace settlement in the Middle 
East on the "odious" war in 
Vietnam, 


U.S. officials in Washington 


said there would be no comment 
on De Gaulle's remarks made 
at one of his elaborately staged 
semiannual news conference. 


In London, British officials 


said 
De Gaulle's criticism 


would not lead to withdrawal of 
the application for membership 
for a place among the six mem. 
bers of the present Common 
Market. 


"We formally applied to six 


nations for membership," one 
official said, "We await a reply 
from six nations." 


De Gaulle needled Canada 


once again by renewing his ap- 
peals forFrenchJCJanadiansep.

summer.

LONDON — A stiff British up-

Privately, no 
one underestimated the blow. 


Just nine days after devalua- 


tion, it was another severe 
political shock to Prime Minis, 
ter Harold Wilson and his labor 
government. A late convert to 
the European idea, Wilson had 
made it a fundamental part of 
his foreign policy.

mitted that Peterson's salary 
was "below that of any otter 
county planner," but saw that

considerable 
increase 
in 


salary, and would be able to 
complete his studies under an 
arrangement with the New York 
State county. 


He said he had reservations 


about leaving Warren. The 
county planner has been with the 
office almost six years, four of 
them as director following the 
firing of Robert Skinner, He 
was instrumental In pushing 
zoning throughout the county 
and also served as zoning of* 
fleer. 


Under Peterson, with the help 


of 
consultants, the county 


master plan will soon be com- 
pleted. During his tenure here, 
Peterson served as spokesman 
before the State Highway Com. 
mission 
in effectively pre* 


seating tne county's highway 
priorities. 


Wayne County, situated be- 


tween Rochester and Syracuse, 
is expected to bare a papula, 
tion of 80,000 in the near fu- 
tare. Another attraction of the 
position, Peterson said, is that 


he will be dealing with a power, 
ful county. 


In his letter, Peterson said, 
"This action is taken with sin-

Moss-Hershey 
Dispute 
Flares Again

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — The 


dispute between Rep. John E. 
Moss and Lt. Gen Lewis B. 
Hershey Oared again yesterday 
when the California Democrat 
rejected the draft director's 
defense of his actions and called 
again for Herhse/s resigna- 
tion. 
"Your response further sup« 
ports my opinion that you are 
no longer fit to serve as-the di. 
rector of the Selective Service 
System," Moss told Hershey in 
a letter dated Nov. 22 and re- 
leased yesterday. 


Moss, who heads the House 


government information sub* 
committee, had told Hershey in 
a Nov. 17 letter that he should 
resign lor recommending to lo- 
cal draft boards that they 
remove exemptions of students 
involved inantidraftdemonstnu 
tions. 


Moss, had criticized Hershey 


earlier for refusing to make 
public the names of local draft 
board members. 


In making his new attack on 


Hershey Moss made public a 
Nov. 21 letter he received from 
Hershey in which the draft di. 
rector argued his action carries 
out the mandate of Congress.

of tbe first government tests 
to rank cigarettes according 
to the tar content of their smoke 
were made public today. 


"This information will enable 


a smoker who is unable or un.

chairman of the Senate subcom* 
mittee that released the report. 


The Tobacco Institute, repre- 


senting the industry, took issue 
with this view.

nicotine 
levels and human 


health. 


The government tests s>how. 


ed that long-length, non-filter 
Chesterfields ranked highest In 
tar 
content among the 59 


cigarettes that were studied. 


Marvel filter cigarettes ranked 
lowest 
Nicotine content was also list* 


ed for all 59, but the ranking 
in this respect did not always 
match that for tar. Thus Raleigh 
non-fllter cigarettes were given 
the 
highest nicotine figure 


among those tested although 
they ranked fourth in tars. 


Both Dr. WiDiam H. Stewart, 


Surgeon General of the Public 
Health Service, and Dr. Daniel 
Horn, head of fee service's na- 
tional clearing house for smok. 
ing and health, are known to 
believe that cigarettes high in 
tars and nicotine are more 
hazardous than those with low 
levels. They could not be reach- 
ed for comment yesterday. 


In testimony before a Senate 


subcommittee last August, Dr. 
Stewart said the preponder- 
ance 
of scientific 
evidence 


strongly suggested that the low. 
er the tar and nicotine content 
of cigarette smoke, tbe less 


harmful tbe effects. 


The latest tests were made 


by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission and were made public 
by the consumer subcommittee 
of the Senate commerce com- 
mittee.

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Warren County has enjoyed re- 


markable growth in many areas 
since its planning commission was 
created-July 7, 1958 with William 
G. King appointed as planning di- 
rector. 
Under King's direction Phase I 


of the master plan was completed 
making Warren County the first 
in Pennsylvania to have a county- 
wide master plan under the state 
administered 701 program. 


Bill resigned in 1963 to take over 


as the first professional director 
in Bellefonte, Centre County. 


At that time Robert R. Peterson 


temporarily took over the reigns 
to continue working on Phase II of 
the master plan until the appoint- 
ment as planning director of Rob- 
ert Skinner. Skinner's tenure here 
was brief and Peterson proceeded 
to head the planning office. 


Now, however, like McKean and 


Venango counties, Warren is also 
to be without a planning director 
since Peterson has resigned to as- 
sume a similar post in Wayne Coun- 
ty, N.Y. for more money and a bet- 
ter future. 
Planning and zoning were bound to 


suffer growing pains but both came 
to Warren County through the dedi- 


cated efforts of both directors and 
commissions. 


The loss of Peterson may have 


serious repercussions unless he 
can swiftly be replaced. 


The groundwork for the county's 


future development in the form of 
master plan, subdivision regulations 
and zoning have already been laid. 
But someone qualified must keep the 
ball rolling. 
And, as other counties have dis- 


covered, good planning directors 
don't grow on trees--and they don't 
come cheap. 
Peterson felt the pulse of War- 


ren County in many areas and was 
knowledgeable not only as to its 
problems but as to their eventual 
solutions. 
As zoning officer as well as plan- 


ning director, he put the teeth into 
the ordinance by enforcing it, even 
though, as expected, some of his 
decisions were not exactly popular. 


The new board of commissioners 


will probably find it difficult, if 
not impossible, to replace Peter- 
son with a man of equal stature. 


We regret losing this young man 


but at the same time wish him all 
the success he deserves. We wish 
he could have found it here.

WASHINGTON - The tragic 


anniversary of President Ken- 
oedy's death has just been ob. 
served. That means, in turn, 
that President Johnson has now 
completed four years in office. 
And in Justice to both men, this, 
therefore, seems a good time 
to expose a 
current fraud. 


The fraud has 


been perpetra- 
ted by minor 
members 
of 


the 
Kennedy 


Administration 
who have now 
become 
pas- 


sionate John- 
son-haters. It 
has been given 
some color of persuasiveness, 
too, by the course pursued by 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy in the 
matter of Vietnam. But it is 
still a blatant fraud. 


It concerns the real nature of 


the fallen President's world 
outlook. You will find little 
that casts real light on the sub- 
ject in Arthur Schleslnger Jr.'s 
"Thousand Days," perhaps be- 
cause Schlesinger himself was 
on the losing side. But the fact 
remains that Mr. Kennedy's 
world outlook was the center of 
an intense struggle that lasted 
from his election through at 
least the first year of his Ad- 
ministration. 
The composition of the Cabinet 


was the first subject in dispute. 
Schlesinger, Prof. John Ken- 
neth Galbraith and other like- 
minded persons wanted the late 
Adlai Stevenson for secretary 
of state, and they were almost 
hysterically opposed to the 
President's choice of Douglas 
Dillon for secretary of the 
treasury. (Their choice for the 
Treasury, if you can believe it, 


was Sen. Albert Gore.) Presl. 
dent Kennedy firmly rejected 
their advice on both counts. 


The outcome of this first 


round, which included the semi- 
exile of Stevenson to the United 
Nations, in turn foretold the 
course of the struggle after 
President Kennedy took office. 
As this reporter wrote at the 
time, it was a contest "between 
the hard.boiled and the soft- 
boiled eggs." 


Important in this contest were 


the episodes culminating in the 
exile of Chester Bowles to India, 
of which Schlesinger has given a 
partisan and misleading ac- 
count in his book. Since Presl. 
dent Kennedy's world outlook 
was actually decidedly hard, 
boiled, the final defeat of the 
soft-boiled faction was a fore, 
gone conclusion. H duly oc- 
curred. 


The extent of the defeat may 


be gauged by the real roles 
played in the Kennedy Adminis. 
tration by the persons in the 
soft-boiled faction who now 
adopt the posture of being true 
continuators of the late Presi- 
dent's thought. Schlesinger, to 
begin with, was always a fringe 
figure. Cherished by President 
Kennedy for being excellent 
company, be repeatedly had to 
lurk at the door of major policy 
meetings in order to ask the 
actual participants what had 
been decided and why. 


In the same fashion, although 


President Kennedy always lis. 
tened to Prof. Galbraith, he very 
rarely took his advice; and he 
most conspicuously rejected 
Oalbraith's advice, which had 
been most insistently pressed, 
on the key subject of Vietnam. 
As to the third member of this 
new intellectual triumvirate, 
Richard Goodwill, he, too, was 


exiled - from the White House 
to the State Department-fairly 
early in the Kennedy years. 


There is some Irony, in truth, 


in the case of the able Goodwin, 
for it was President Johnson, 
in need of an eloquent speech, 
writer, who brought Goodwin 
back to the White House and 
made a major figure of him. 
He is generally supposed to 
have been a Kennedy adviser, 
but he was, in fact, a Johnson 
adviser in the one period when 
his advice counted seriously. 


H you glance at the other side 


of the coin, moreover, you find 
even clearer evidence that Gal. 
braith, Schlesinger and Goodwin 
are not Kennedy continuators. 
For 
whereas 
their advice 


weighed very little in the Ken. 
nedy years, those whose advice 
counted the most then had, and 
still have today, ideas of an al. 
together different sort. 
Schlesinger is correct that 


President Kennedy had about 
made up his mind to terminate 
Dean Rusk's secretaryship of 
state in 1964; and, although 
secretary, Rusk did not press 
his views at all strongly while 
John Kennedy lived. But along 
with the ever-present, brilliant 
Theodore Sorensen, the three 
other men to whose advice the 
late President gave the greatest 
weight were certainly Secre- 
tary of Defense Robert McNa. 
mar a, 
Dillon and McGeorge 


Bundy. 


Of the last three, Dillon had 


moved 
on before President 


Johnson made Ms crucial de- 
cisions about Vietnam; but he 
thought 
they were perfectly 
correct decisions, and he still 
very strongly supports 
the 


President's 
policy. 
As for 


Bundy 
and McNamara, they 


were the advisers, along with 
Secretary Rusk, who chiefly 
pressed a bold, firm course 
in Vietnam on President John- 
son. 


We cannot tell, in short, 


what President Kennedy would 
have done. But we can tell.wlth 
great 
certainty, 
what was 


thought and done by the men 
whose judgment President Ken. 
nedy valued most highly — as 
President Johnson does today. 
Their world outlook was, and 
IB, altogether different from 
that now attributed to the late 
President. And they played such 
roles in the Kennedy years 
precisely because this was the 
world outlook that seemed right 
to President Kennedy.

la fact, it well may be that 


interest rates in the U. S. have 
moved to a new higher range 
for this era and we will not in 
the foreseeable future return to

These are realities which you 


cannot duck if you are or will be 
soon in the market to buy a 
home. What's more, there's no 
point whatsoever in postponing 
your buying plans. On the con* 
trary, the quicker, the better - 
for construction costs are in a

Are there, then, any ways you 


can save on mortgage costs? 
Yes, there are, even though the 
odds are you will find there is 
no way to bargain among lend, 
ers on the basic mortgage Inter, 
est rate. The key areas are: 


(1) Points. Because of state- 


regulated 
interest ceilings, 


lending institutions are adding 
"points" to their basic mort- 
gage charges. This holds for 
FHA and VA as well as con- 
ventional mortgage loans. H a 
lender charges you 5 points, it 
means he deducts 5 per cent 
from the face value of your 
mortgage at the beginning, al- 
though you must repay the full 
amount of the mortgage. On a 
$20,000 mortgage, $1,000 would 
be deducted, leaving only ?19, 
000 actually available to you. 
This is the equivalent of adding 
more than % per cent to your 
basic interest rate. If the lender 
charges you 10 points, this is 
the equivalent of adding an ex. 
tra iVa per cent ttrthe rate you 
are 
paying. The number of 


points you are charged varies 
from institution to institution 
in any given area. 


Therefore, check with as many 


lenders as seems feasible. Find 
out how many points each would 
charge you. Also explore the 
possibility that the seller of the 
house might share this cost. 


(2) Closing costs. These too 


can vary quite dramatically 
from lender to lender. There 
is virtually no room for negotia- 
tion on certain closing cost 
items; for Instance, property 
taxes, state mortgage taxes,fire 
insurance and title insurance. 
There is little room for bar- 
gaming over an appraisal fee, 
credit report fee and survey 
fee. But there are other closing 
costs, such as the charge for 
processing your mortgage ap- 
plication and for the services of 
the institution's lawyer, where 
you may find significant varia- 
tions. You also might ask your 
own lawyer whether it is pos- 
sible that the seller of the house 
might share the cost of such 
items as local recording fees, 
surveys, termite inspection or 
even the title search.

(3) Prepayment. Mortgage pro* 


payment privileges won't save 
you any money at the time of the 
closing but they could mean 
savings running into hundreds 
or thousands over the life of 
the mortgage. Try to have a 
clause included In your contract 
saying that there will be no 
penalty 
in interest for any 


amount of the mortgage you 
repay before due date. 


Some lenders will not allow 


any prepayment without a for- 
felt of an interest refund on 
the amount you prepay; Some 
charge no penalties at all.Shop 
carefully for a no-penalty ar. 
rangement or at least a low- 
penalty contract. 


WASHINGTON-Lobbyists for the meat indus- 


try used adroit tactics in trying to weaken the 
meat bill introduced by Sen. Walter Mondale, 
D-Mlnn., which would give the housewife com. 
plete protection 
against diseased or deterior- 


ating meat. 
One lobbyist, Aled Davies of the American 


Meat Institute, hovered near the office of Sen. 
Joseph Montoya, D-N. Mex., when Montoya and 
Mondale were trying to whip the 
final 
meat bill into shape. 


Minnesota's Mondale has been 
the greatest crusader for the 
housewife. New Mexico's Mon- 
toya has been privately dicker- 
ing for the meat lobby. 


Another energetic lobbyist has 


been Elaine Liljenquist of the 
Western States Meat Packers, 
the man who made Texas Rep. 
Bob Poage's hair stand on end 
by asking meat packers to contribute toward the 
re-election of congressmen voting with the meat 
packers. 


After the meat lobbyists failed to get all they 


wanted out of the Montoya-Mondale conference, 
they decided to appeal to Republicans on the Sen- 
ate Agriculture Committee. It was Jack Miller 
of Iowa, an able Republican with some meat-pack- 
ing constituents In Sioux City and Burlington, 
who maneuvered inside an executive session of 
the Senate Agriculture Committee to postpone 
the Senate vote on the meat inspection bill. 


Reason for the delay was to knock out these two 


safeguards in the Mondale-Montoya bill: 


SAFEGUARD NO. 1-Would permit any gov- 


ernor to turn meat inspection over to the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture if he was not satis, 
fled with state inspection progress. 


SAFEGUARD NO. 2-Would permit the federal 


government to move in on any plant found danger- 
ous to health and take it over; also to have 
access to any intrastate plant in order to check 
on whether it is dangerous. 


Meanwhile Sen. Mondale has read into the rec- 


ord some amazing facts regarding substandard 
meat produced intrastate for supermarkets. Spe- 
cifically he named Safeway, Piggley Wiggley, 
A & P, Kroger, and First National as selling 
substandard hot dogs, bologna, sausage, ham- 
burgers and various pork products. The Minne- 
sota Senator gave the Senate an analysis of 
162 meat products produced intrastate of which 
121 failed to meet U.S. standards. 


Some of this meat has been produced spe- 
cifically for the black ghettos in the big cities 
of New York, Chicago, Newark and Detroit. 


Note 1-Messrs. Davies and Liljenquist now 
plan to work inside the Joint Hous&Senate confer- 
ence committee to modify the bill. There is

The vote was taken in secret, so the public 


wouldn't know how they voted, but every Be- 
publican on the Senate Post Office Committee 
recently voted in favor of so-called "junk mail."' 


They voted not to increase third-class or bulk 


mail rates any higher than the $154 million a 
year increase voted by the House. 


Sen. Jennings Randolph, D.W. Va., Chairman 


of the Senate Subcommittee handling mail rates, 
had drafted an increase of $28 million. This was 
in response to widespread newspaper editorlal- 
Ization against loading down letter carriers with 
junk mall and in favor of making it pay its pro- 
portionate share for mail delivery. 


The mail-order houses and- other users of junk 


mail have been pulling wires on Capitol Hill 
and finally persuaded the House to limit the in- 
crease to a modest $154 million a year. Sen. 
Randolph fought for a further increase. 


But, last week, Republicans almost beat him 


back. On three separate resolutions the vote 
was 6 to 6 in favor of cutting down the In. 
crease. 
Since it was a tie vote, the motion 


failed, and the additional increase rate of $28 
million stayed in the bill. 


The bin comes up for a vote on the Senate 


floor today (Nov. 28). 
The Republicans who 


voted with the mail lobby were Frank Carlson, 
Kans., Hiram Feng, Hawaii, Paul Fannin, Ariz., 
Caleb Boggs, Del. They were joined on most 
of their votes by two Democrats, Vance Hartke, 
fad., and Dan Brewster, Md. 


The Democrats who stood with Randolph in 


favor of a higher rate on Jurak mail were Chair. 
man Mike Monroney, Okla., Ralph Yarborough, 
Tex., Gale McGee, Wyo., Quentln Burdlck, N. 
D., and Ernest Rollings, S.C. 


Antipoverty Director Sargent Shriver*s staff 


was Jubilant when Rep. Frances Bolton, R-Ohlo, 
visited the Women's Job Corps in Cleveland 
and praised the program highly. This was Just 
before the controversial battle in the House over 
OEO funds, and Shriver hoped that other GOP leg- 
islators would take heed. 


What Shriver didn't know, however, was that 


the charming Mrs. Bolton doesn't vote the way 
she talks. 
In the showdown on the House floor, Mrs. 


Bolton didn't vote at all on two "teller" (non- 
roll call) ballots to abolish the Job Corps. That 
is, she didn't vote to retain it. Later she voted 
to limit Job Corps funds. 


She also voted for the Green amendment to 


turn over most OEO Job-creating functions to 
mayors and city political machines.

choice of an opening lead 
against South's six spade 
contract in today's hand. 


East opened the bidding 


with one heart and South 
made a preemptive jump 
overcall of three spades. 
North reasoned that his part- 
ner had a good seven card 
suit which would be solidified 
by the ace. North's club 
holding would surely bring 
the combined assets up to 
12 tricks, so he jumped 
directly to six spades He felt 
that the slam hinged at worst 
on South's having a singleton 
diamond or West's failing to 
Hod the killing lead 


East doubled six spades in 


a desperate attempt to com- 
municate his desire for a 
special lead If nature was 
left to take its course, West 
was apt to open a heart. 
East's first 
bid. 
and 
it 


appeared to the latter that 
North not only had control of 
hearts but sufficient side 
strength to provide a parking 
place for declarer's losers. 


The only chance then was 


to double for an unusual lead, 
leaving West a choice be- 
tween diamonds and clubs-' 
the two unbid suits. This 
would at least give the 
partnership a 50-50 chance 
that be would guess the right 
suit 


West was aware that his 


partner was touting him off 
of the heart lead because 
East had a concentration of 
strength elsewhere, but the 
question arose as to which of 
the other suits be desired— 
diamonds or clubs. West 
studied his own holding for a 
clew. 


On the surface, it appeared 


that clubs might be East's 
side suit since West bad 
nothing there himself where- 
as he held the queen of 
diamonds Further delibera- 
t i o n, however, convinced 
West that clubs was more apt 
to represent the dummy's 
strength, 
i n a s m u c h as 


North's slam 
commitment 


was probably based in part 
on a running suit 


On this basis, West decided 


to open the eight of diamonds 
and was richly rewarded for 
his mental conjectures when 
East proceeded to cash the 
first two tricks in that suit 
With any other lead, of 
course, South would have run 
off with all the tricks, for 
after trumps are drawn- 
North's club suit provides a 
ready parking place for all of 
declarer's red cards.

The babies didn't look alike then nor do they 


look alike now. But, he still insists they are identical. 
How can he be so certain?" 
Your physician probably inspected the placenta (after- 


simplest and best way to differentiate be- 


tween identical and fraternal twins. 
Identical twins 


share a single placenta and the same bag of water. 
They represent fertilization of a single cell that di. 
vided during the first few days of implantation into the 
uterine wall.

2 to 4 years old.

Finger, palm, and sole 
prints are similar in that the likeness is direct or mir- 
roMmaged.
